JOHN ANDREW BECK 
1859 — 1924 


John Andrew Beck was born in the mountain community of 
Chestnut Ridge, West Pennsylvania, on January 5, 1859. His parents 
had lived for some years in Texas, but were forced to leave because 
of Indian raids and moved back to Pennsylvania. 

John Beck attended a small college, St. Vincent’s, in West 
Pennsylvania. 

Mr. Beck, Senior, was engaged in drilling for salt on the Ohio 
River, just below the apex of the Pittsburgh triangle at the junction 
of the Allegheny and the Mononogahela (Rivers). Upon the death of 
his father, John Beck and his brothers carried on the salt producing 
business. He later bought out his brothers and with a horse and 
buggy traveled about the countryside selling groceries, and his own 
salt as a sideline. When salt was more profitably produced by mining 
in the west he sold out his salt and chemical interests and prospected 
for oil. He continued in this business until his death, January 27, 
1924. 

He was a director of several Pittsburgh banks which merged into 
the Pittsburgh National Bank and Trust Company. The Trust 
Department of this bank are executors of the Beck estate, and 
awarded this sale. 

In addition to his coin collecting, which he began as a boy of ten, 
Mr. Beck was a collector of Indian relics, the origin of which ranged 
from Alaska thru Canada as far as the Easter Islands. The collection 
was given to the Carnegie Museum upon his death. 

The territorial Gold coins were considered his most highly prized 
acquisitions and his interest in this series was no doubt prompted by 
the tales of the west told to him by his parents. The major coins in 
the collection were acquired with the help of a prominent Philadelphia 
coin dealer, Henry Chapman. 

A famous name for years, now on the 51Ist anniversary of his death, 
the coins of John Andrew Beck are being offered for sale.

In 1849 several firms struck coins and the Mormon $20 struck in 1849 also grew out of the same 
necessity. The Colorado mines produced sufficient gold that the firm of Clark, Gruber & Co. in Denver 
provided about $500,000 worth of coins in 1860 and 1861. Oregon had the same need for a medium 
of exchange and produced two very rare coins in 1849 ... the Beaver $5 and $10. 


The majority of the principal issues are represented . . . highlighted by a Kellogg $50 in Brilliant Proof 
condition, one of the nicest of the 13 known. The variety of Octagonal and Round $50 “Slugs” is the 
finest and largest ever to appear at one time in a public auction. These coins have been eagerly awaited 
for fifty years and now you have the opportunity to add to your collection coins from the famous 
collection of John A. Beck.
